stead, feel that it was a providence 


that took sister Anne early. This line 


failed also on account of too many 


girls to furnish emigrants for other 


states, but we thereby kept *Capt. John 


son of ‘John and with his wife Sara 
Frye, his four sisters comfortably 
settled with Stevens, Hult and Barker 
schoolmates, it looked as if, in 1738, 
when the family life began, that com- 
fort ‘and prosperity might last. At 
‘James’ house, the only son ‘James 
died at 27, mourned by a young wife. 
Two sisters follow soon leaving only 
Joanna with a Reading Flint, and Ta- 
bitha, wife of Jacob Stevens, who be- 
came a proprietor of Bridgeton, Maine, 
a town near Fryeburg. 

While Jacob Stevens was selling out 
*John Farnum’s hard won acres, Capt. 
John, aided by Sara, began the Her- 
culean labor of bringing up ten boys, 
with only one sister,a Sara whom I 
fear died unmarried. No wonder when 
our ‘John died in 1786, that the widow 
only secured her third leaving a heavy 
debt on the estate. I donot know now 
what Capt. John’s business was, but the 
end of the Revolution and depression 
of business and the Continental cur- 
rency brought him to grief. The cred- 
itors are principally Varnums (as it is 
spelled then), and they get 5sh., 6d., 2 
2-5 far. on the £, You can almost 
bring the captain back, with the tale 
of his wig, his linen and wool caps, his 
yarn and worsted hose and _ silver 
buckles, the baize gown, the blue and 
brown body coats and various jackets 
and great coats (only two handker- 
chiefs). 

Solomon Martin auctions off the 
house stuff, Peter a cousin, buys the 
family pew and cider mill, somebody 
puts in a coffee-mill into the lot by 
mistake and pays back 6sh., 3 bushels 
of barley, short of appraising, forfeits 
13sh. Moses Kimball, in all this 
bustle, digs the grave, Dan Page brings 
in a bill for “Cofting”, Eunice Carlton 
for pursing, and Dr. Kittredge with Dr. 
Joseph Osgood get so large a fee that 
we can only imagine the last weary 
days of the poor old father. Thirteen 
years later, a paper tells how son John, 
grandson Jededia, and John Adams 
distribute iu the new Federal money, 
a large sum among the old creditors 
all relatives, somehow, who _ finally 
seem to hold the debts. Capt. John 
does not need a better monument. In 
these days of repudiation of debts, 
such an honorable record of two gen- 
erations of Farnums is held up to show 
the kind of stock there was in Deacon 
Jedediah of the North Parish. Ben 
Butler Esq. comes in for $35.84, this 
being his first appearance to my eye, 
in law papers. 

Capt. John sent one boy Nathan to 
die at Fort Edward iu 1758. ‘‘Seats of 
the Mtghty’? shows us the life in Ca- 
nadian prisons. Later on I witl give 
you a soldier’s life in the camp. No 
wonder “ those Bostonese ” hated the 
service in that quarrel of European 
kings. 

While John’s line was growing up 
in Andover, the children of *Ralph and 
Sara Stirling had begun their tramp 
westward and northward. To Concord 
goes Sara with Henry Lovejoy, her sis- 
ter Abigail with James Abbott, that 
being the reason. perhaps that James 
did not go to Connecticut with his 
brothers and Henry Farnum, who with 
his wife Phebe Russell had a fine es- 
tate given him here by father Ralph to 
keep him. Barachias Farnum “‘stands”’ 
it a while, then goes to Rumford, Es- 
sex Co. (evidently Concord suburbs) 
with ‘Ralph. They don’t wait to sell 
land here, but continue for years after 
to dicker with the Andover cousins. 
William Stirling in Connecticut gets 
more than one grandson away, for I 
think ‘William and ‘Nathaniel both go 
South. ‘Ralph finally brings up inYork 
Maine, and gets more credit for being 
ancester of the Andover Farnums than 
belongs to him. Honors belong to 
*Ralph and Sara Stirling in building 
states, sending seven sons and two 
daughters abroad, at least. 

At our Chicago celebration, ‘Ralph‘s 
picture attracted attention, as he lived 
to 105, dying in 1861, last of the Bunk- 
er Hill men. Some of the school chil- 
dren of Charlestown recall his visit 
there in their youth, and his review of 
their parade. His cousin Reuben Ab- 


bott of Concord lived to 100 while, 


Reuben’s sister, Sara Abbott, who sent 
my own great grandsir back to Andover, 
kept a ‘daughter on the granite hills to 


die, widow of Abiel Holt, another 
Bunker Hill veteran, at 103. The Par- 
nums here lost many in youth who 
succumbed to various ills, while trans- 
planted they attained, as a rule, great 
age. Inastory later ofa Frye emigrant, 
introduce some of our stray Andover 
cousins. : 
There are two many Farnum heirs to 
countthem all. The house of *Eph- 
raim with Priscilla }lolt grew up quiet- 
ly, while these carpenters, . weavers, 


tailors, . wheelwrights, wroyght “and | 


moved onward, *Ephraini valued the 
land and it grew in value in his hands. 
He buys the other fellows out anid when 


“he sells, it is for profit, In 1728, 20 


acres on Salem Road “brings £250. 
Orchards are plauted and the uplands 
covered with stock. The estate that 
cheered poor Capt. *Ben’s tired eyes 
as he sat in that sunny South Room, 
and lived ‘over his battles came by 
staying at home and hoarding patient 
earnings. Have you ever seen the 
dents in the floor of that room which 
the chair in its trips about, wore deep 
in the old floor? 

There is too much confusion in the 
family lines to get all the stray chil- 
dren placed, as the Farnums gave by 
deed mainly, ‘Timothy and Dina Ing- 
alls inherit the homestead, ‘Ephraim 
and an Ingalls wife, with possibly ‘Jo 
sia and a Frye, after losing many chil- 
dren in the epidemic of 1746, going 
away to the emigrant cousins. The 
lines of *Thomas, *Sam, *David all suf- 
fered from the popularity of the girls 
who are scattered all over Essex Coun- 
ty. Fortunately there were enough to 
supply a good many Farnum blue eyes 
tothe Abbott tribe here, who gained 
‘also the peculiar blue eye of the Bal- 
lard type for lam quite sure the orig- 
inal Abbotts were a dark race. 

‘Timothy only saved from eight, a 
gmall remnant, *Phebe, wife of Josh- 
ua ‘Holt and Capt ‘Ben who married 
Dolly Holt. After Ben gets to be 
captain, the town clerk writes her 
Dorothy.

Dear Poliy:— 

Perhaps you will think that the fore- 
going prescription is scarcely suitable 
to a dyspeptic pocketbook, but even 
chronic dyspeptics occasionally risk all, 
for the sake of one good dinner. I should 
not advise a long course of this treatment 
in a majority of cases like yours, but 
ence in a while it makes a sort of fresh 
starting point, 

I was sitting in my office, knitting, the 
other day, when I chanced to spy Mi- 
randy Simmons coming up the road, 

As soon as She could get her breath, she 
said, “Oh, doctor, I am so glad to find 
you at home. Please prescribe a dinner 
for me for a special occasion.” 

“What sort of a special occasion? said 
I. “Why, Josiah’s English cousins are 
coming to see us and will arrive Tues- 
day night. Josiah says we must feed 
them well, for all Englishmen are fond 
of good food. They are on their way 
west, to invest in some mines, and will 
eat only one dinner with us.” 

“Well, well!” I said, “we can fix that 
all right. The dinner will have to be 
English, but not too English, else they 
will not know that Americans have a 
culinary art of their own.” 

Mirandy was satisfied with my reason- 
ing, and so I gave her a prescription for 
a company dinner, which, she said, just 
suited her complaint. 


WHITE SOUP. 

Boil a half dozen tomatoes and three 
onions in two quarts of water. When 
they are soft, lift them out and ruh 
through a sieve. Return the paste thus 
obtained to the water, and add four 
tablespoonfuls of perfectly crushed tapt- 
eca, and boil for a quarter of an hour. 
Season with pepper and salt, add a fair- 
sized piece of butter and a pint and a 
half of milk, Let it.come to the boiling 
point, and serve quickly.

ROAST BEEF WITH YORKSHIRE 
PUDDING. 

Sprinkle the meat with salt and pep- 
per, then spread very lightly with the 
best grade of salad. oil. Set it away ina 
cool place for a couple of hours. Have 
your oven hot when you put in your mea 
and let it cool slightly after the first ten 
minutes.. Allow fifteen minutes to the 
pound for roasting. Lay the meat on a 
rack having a pan underneath it to 
catch the drippings. Baste quite often 
at first. Three-quarters of an hour be- 
fore your meat is done, mix up a pint 01 
milk, four eggs beaten very light, a 
pinch of salt and one cup of flour, and 
pour into the pan under the meat. Cul 
in pieces, and serve withthe roast. 

ROAST STUFFED TURKEY. 

Be sure to wash poultry thoroughly in- 
side. In the third rinsing add a teaspoon. 
ful of soda, shake well, throw out ana 
rinse once more in clear water. Stud 
the craw and the body with a dressing 
made of bread or cracker crumbs, mixed 
with butter, pepper, salt, thyme or sweet 
marjoram, the yolks of two eggs wel. 
beaten and a dozen oysters chopped fine. 
eggs and oysters may be omitted, and a 
little chopped sausage added, if pre- 
ferred. 

Put a teacupful of hot water in the pan 
and dredge the turkey with flour before 
putting it in the oven. Allow ten min- 
utes to the pound, and baste often with 
butter and water at first, afterward 
with the drippings. Chop the stewed 
siblets fine,stir up a spoonful of browned 
flour in-cold-water, and add to the drip- 
ping to make gravy.

ENGLISH PLUM PUDDING. 

Seed two pounds of raisins, and mix 
with two pounds of thoroughly washed 
currants and a quarter pound of sliced 
citron. Beat six eggs, two pounds of 
light brown sugar, one cup molasses, 
two grated nutmegs, one teaspoonful 
each cinnamon, allspice and mace, oné 
tablespoonful of salt and a cup of milk 
Stir the fruit up thoroughly in this, then 
add two pounds grated bread crumbs, a 
cup and a half of sifted flour, two pounds 
finely chopped suet, and the juice of 
three lemons. Work this all together. 
having the mixture just moist enough tc 
stick well, but not wet. Tie in floured 
pudding-cloths,plunge into boiling water 
and boil steadily for eight or ten hours, 
This pudding will keep a whole year, 
and may be boiled or steamed foran hour 
before serving. 


SQUASH PIE. 

Steam your squash until thoroughly 
cooked, then press through a fine sieve 
To one pint of squash add three egg 
Well beaten, a scant tablespoonful of 
corn-starch, sugar to suit the taste, 
a little nutmeg, a teaspoonful of vanilla 
and enough milk to make a thin batter. 


ICE CREAM. 


One quart of scalded milk, two eggs 
well beaten with two cups of sugar; 
then add two tablespoonfuls gelatine 
dissolved in cold water. Set over slow 
fire until thick as cream. Remove, stir 
till cool, add one pint of cream and any 
flavoring to taste. Freeze. 

Mirandy went home well satisfied, and 
immediately set about compounding her 
prescription, which, she said, turned out 
to be the best possible medicine for her 
a‘iment.

~ WILLIAM BLEICHER HELD. 


Found Probably Gullty of Attempting to 
Murd:r His Wife 

In the police court Saturday William 
Bleicher was found probably guilty of 
attempting to murder his wife Francis- 
ca, and was held under $5000 bonds 
for his appearance of the May 
term of the superior court in Newbury- 
port. 

Medical Examiner Howe was the first 
witness. Ile testified that he went to 
the hospital last Saturday and found a 
bullet in Mrs. Bleicher’s right arm and 
one under her scalp on top of her head, 

Annie Bleicher, 16 years old, said 
that she saw her father have a revolver 
last Saturday. After he had said he 
would show it to her, he fired two 
She did not hear 
him say anything to his wife before the 
shooting. Just as witness was leaving 
the room, her father fired once at her, 
without effect, she said. 

Bleicher was told what his daughter 
had said by Interpreter Graichen and 
admitted that it was true. 

Mrs. Bleicher testified that her hus- 
band fired two shots at her, one bullet 
striking her head and one her arm. 
She heard him say: ‘I will show you.”’ 

Assistant Marshal Kline then took the 
stand. He said he had conversation with 
Bleicher before he was taken to the hos- 
pital and ascertained that the trouble 
was partly caused by the refusal of his 
boys to goto night school instead of 
spending their evenings at home play- 
ing cards, This resulted in a family 
quarrell on Saturday which resulted in 
the shooting. 

Judge Stone called for no more testi- 
mony, saying that he had no jurisdic- 
tion over the case and the hearing was 
simply preliminary to ascertain whether 
Bleicher was probably guilty or not of 
the charge. He considered the testi- 
mony sufficient to hold him, he said. 


A NEW ORDER. 


Marshal Bailey Issues New Orders to Pa- 
trolmen Regarding “Hiring Out.” 

City Marshal Bailey has issued a new 
order dated Feb. 1, regarding patrol- 
men “hiring out’’ for balls and other 
evening entertainments, At a recent 
event a controversy arose concerning 
patrolmen and considerable unpleas- 
antness- resulted. The new order reads 
as follows: 

All police officers are hereby noti- 
fied that they must not engage to do 
duty at any ball, party, or other 
entertainment, when off duty, with- 
out consent of the City Marshal.

“DR. WHITEHEAD” ESCAPES, 


Disappeared From Amityville Asylum 
Sunday Night. 


The report comes from New York, |. 


that John Murphy, alias Dr. Albert 
G. Whitehead, the alleged Trish dyna- 
miter, who was released from a British 
prison afew months ago, escaped Sunday 
night from a retreat for the insane at 
Amityville and was in all probability on 
his way to the home of his uncle, Tim- 
othy J. Murphy. of Lawrence. ‘The re- 
port further stated that Mr. Murphy 
had received a letter from his nephew 
announcing that he intended to visit 
him. 

Mr. Murphy was interviewed at. his 
shoemaker’s shop, 166 Common street, 
Thursday morning. He said that 
he had not heard a word from 
his nephew since Oct, 11, 1896, when he 
received a letter written Oct. 4, at 
Amityville. He had no reason to believe, 
he said that Dr. Whitehead was coming 
to Lawrence, “In fact,” said he, “I fear 
the young fellow has perished. If he 
escaped from the asylum, clad in thin 
clothes, as I understand, I feel that he 
could not live long in this severe 
weather.”’ 

Mr. Murphy showed the reporter the 
letter he received from his nephew in 
October. It was written in pencil and 
was evidently the production of a person 
with an unbalanced mind. He urged 
his uncle to send his wife and family to 
him, although Mr. Murphy says he is 
sure his nephew was never married, 

Dr. Whitehead, or John J. Murphy, 
which is his true name, was born in 
Skibbereen, County Cork, Ireland, 
about 383 years ago. Before he was 
twenty he came to Lawrence and 
boarded about one year’ with 
his uncle while he worked 
in the Pacific mills. He joined a secret 
Irish society in Lawrence and soon after 
went to New York, where, his uncle 
believes, he was taught to make dyna- 
mite. Ina few months he sailed for 
England and set up a paper supply 
storeat Birmingham. It was at this 
shop that he was later, it is claimed, 
detected making dynamite for the 
“Irish Invincibles.”” He was arrested 
and sentenced to imprisonment for life, 
but was released last summer in conse- 
quence of his wretched physical con- 
dition. Soon after his return to this 
country he was committed Amityville.

NEW TEXTILE SCHOOL. 


urday. ; : 

Lowell, Feb. 1.—Gov. Wolcott held a 
reception at city hall Saturday after- 
noon in honor of the opening of the 
Lowell textile school. He was assisted 
in receiving by Mayor Courtney of 
Lowell and Mayor Junkins of Law- 
rence, DEN 

The guests were introduced to the 
governor by Pres. Cumnock of the tex- 
tile school. In. Huntington hall 
2000 people were gathered. Pres. 
Cumnock gave an excellent address 
in review of what had been done in 
England, France and Germany for 
textile schools. Of the Lowell school 
Pres. Cumock said that in 1891, Lowell 
manufacturers began to talk of estab- 
lishing a textile school, but it was de- 
cided to await the result of the 
schools established abroad. He 
also referred to the Philadelphia textile 
school and the Boston school of design. 

The directors of the school, he said, 
represented ¢25,000,000 of capital. It is 
intended, he -continued to have the 
course of the school last three years. 
In addition tothe day sessions there 
will be evening classes and public lec- 
tures, 

Pres, Cumnock said it was intended 
in the future to request the school com- 
mittee to arrange a course in the high 
school to fit pupils for the textile school. 
It is the belief, he said, that with the 
success of this school there will be no 
need of sending abroad for technically 
instructed overseers, 

Pres. Cumnock said it is the intention 
to teach women the art of making de- 
signs for prints, laces, etc., ina manner 
that will qualify them to compete in 
commercial life with men. | 

Mayor Courtney, Mayor Junkins, Sen- 
ator Roeand §. D. N. Gorth then made 
congratulatory addresses, A banquet 
followed in—Mechanics hall under the 
auspices of the board of trade. Pres- 
ident Shephard, in calling to order 
after dinner, gave great praise to Sec- 
retary Smith of the board for his efforts 
in behalf of the textile school. 

This school is the first to be estab- 
lished under the act of Jan. 5, 1895 and 
is principally the result of a movement 
originated by the Lowell board of 
trade. It is the first institution in New 
England for teaching the theory and 
practice of textile manufacture. The 
machinery was contributed almost en- 
tirely by the principal textile machin- 
ery companies of the country. 

The school opened for regular work 
this morning, 


A Rough Voyage. 

Gloucester, Feb, 3.—The schooner 
Samuel R. Crane arrived yesterday 
from Georges, and reports having ex- 
perienced the severity of the wind and 
sea Thursday. The Crane was anchored 
on Georges and the sea was running 
very high. A large wave tore aboard, 
completely submerging the decks, 
sweeping away everything moveable, 
gurry, kites, dories, etc. . The water 
poured down the forehatch, saturating 
the ship stores and rendering them un- 
fit to eat, so much so that the voyage 
had to be abandoned and the vessel 
headed for home.

Amesbury, Feb. 3.—William E. Jen- 
kins, who had spending some time in 
Charlestown, is dead. Mr. Jenkins 
was one of the most popular citizens, 
and was sealer of weights and meas- 
ures of the town in 1895. He was a na- 
tive of Kittery, Me., and was for: years 
engaged in the Amesbury carrirge in- 
dustry as a blacksmith, until he was 
afflicted with a paralytic shock 
some four years ago. Later he had 
charge of the plank road company’s 
tollgate at Salisbury beach. He was 39 
years of age and leaves a wife and two 
children.
